“WHAT, PLAIN WHEAT AND FIT 
TO EAT? 


Here is a communique from the Bal- 
tic sector—you know, up in Min- 
nesota. A. M. J. introduces himself 
by reminding me that he has been 
a follower of my column for many 
years, and leng ago he placed a couple 
of discarded mats on the garage floor 
and he has a regular habit of rolling 
himself a dozen or more somersaults 


up. 


Besides that, he 


quired a laxative for years. 

This hard-headed Dane (I guess) 
offers a sensible suggestion for timid 
folk who still imagine wheat is not 
quite fit to eat until it has been put 
through some kind of process. “Some- 
times I find the wheat is not as 
clean as it should be, so [ drop it in 
a cup half filled with water, and with 
a spoon swirl it about so the grass 
seeds and chaff come to the surface 
and may be readily poured off, After 
this [ put more clean water on and 
set on stove until it is near boiling, 
and then I have a breakfast food as 
good as any, and better than most of 
the insipid breakfast foods I have 
tasted. It costs about one cent a 
pound.” : 

At this time, thinks our friend— 
and I second his motion—when the 
government is called upon to donate 
several 
the needy, this method of cleaning 
and eating wheat seems worthy of 
wide publication. 

For years I have been recommend- 
ing the habit of chewing or eating a 
little plain raw wheat daily. 
printed here from time to time the 
experiences reported by readers who 
have found plain wheat, as grown by 
the farmer, a remarkably satisfac- 
tory staple. Some of these have told 
us how they prepare it—some boil it 
for hours in a double boiler—that is, 
the wheat in a vessel which stands 
in a second vessel of water. Some 
grind the wheat in a coffee mill and 
others prefer to take it unbroken, 
Some like it cooked very little or 
not at all. 

Many have felt squeamish about 
eating wheat as it comes from the 
threshing machine, such as you may 
buy from the farmer, who grows it, 
from the miller, or from a feed or 
seed store, If the grain does not look 
perfectly clean, wash it before you 
eat it. If there is any question about 
contamination by such pests as the 
Hessian fly, cook it before you eat it. 
But if the wheat is free from contam- 


ination, it is perfectly fit to eat just | 


it 1s. 

I particularly commend this sub- 
stantial staple to parents who find 
the tood problem a serious one. There 
is nothing in the way of food that 
money will buy that gives children 
better nourishment than does wheat. 
At present prices wheat far 
milks as a staple of the diet of the

34th Anniversary of 8-Hour Day 
Finds Mines Crippled by Strike 


CHICAGO, April 1.—(UP)—The 
American coal mining industry ironi- 
cally celebrated the eight-hour day’s 
thirty-fourth anniversary today with 
widespread strikes, violence, wage dis- 
agreements and shutdowns. 


Almost 75,000 workers were in- 
volved in the coal fields of Illinois, 
where all mines were shut, in Ohio 
and West Virginia, where a general 
strike was in progress, and in Ken- 
where new sabotage was re- 


More than 5,000 workers paraded 
past dismal coal workings at Bellaire, 
Ohio, in protest against a wage reduc- 
They represented 25.000 diggers 
affected by a strike order in the Hock- 


‘ing Valley, eastern and central Ohio,

Union officials said from 80 to 90 
per cent of the miners would strike.

Carl Williams is not a farmer, never 
has been, and never will he. He was 
writing for newspapers and magazines 
for years on farm questions. Writing 
canned stuff, propaganda paid for by 
some business interests who wanted 
to lead or decoy the public into buy- 
their goods. When the

go around and work for some co- 
operatives, talking a lot of clap-trap 
to the people to fool them into join- 
ing the co-ops. He worked in organiz- 
ing the Georgia Cotton Growers Co- 
operative Association in Georgia for 
$35 a week. Of course, when they had 
to name a cotton member of the board. 
the co-operatives in turn wanted Carl 
Williams there, because they knew 
they could cover up anything with 
him. 

“Do you know that it costs the tax- 
payers of the United States by regular 
appropriation one million eight hun- 
dred thousand dollars a year for 
salaries and traveling expenses to keep 
the farm board going, plus the-monster 
sums they have lost in speculation, in 
inadequately secured loans, etc., and 
all of this when the federal treasury 
is empty, millions of mem are out, of 
work, and the end of the world-wide 
depression is not in sight? The last 
annual report of the farm board, 
which blandly admits paying as high 
as $75,000 a year to at least one 
“executive” and sums of $10,000, $20,- 
000 and $30,000 to many others, is an 
interesting document. This money is 
either paid¢ direct or through their 
totally financed and controlled sub- 
sidiaries. 

“The farm board employed a lawyer, 
Stanley Reid, at the sum of $10,000 
an year. After a while, Mr. Reid 
thought this salary too small, so he 
said he would have to quit, so they 
raised his salary to $20,000 per an- 
num. Luckily, this raise in salary 
came at about the time everyone else 
was getting a substantial cut in their 
earnings, which gave the federal farm 
board a 100 per cent record for doing 
everything backwards. 

“A very brilliant and noted friend 
of mine, Frank Lever, was employed 
by the farm board when they saw they 
were getting into hot water. He came 
down in Georgia and stayed quite a 
while, packing bricks up at one of the 
hotels! I think he was investigating 
some reports against the co-ops, but 
I have never heard of the result of his 
investigations, 

Co-op Salaries. 

“Mr. Creekmore, president of the 
American Cotton Co-operative Asso- 
ciation, is one of the big ones who 
gets the $75,000 a year salary. Their 
first vice president gets $35,000 and

WASHINGTON, April 1—4)— 
Four young women from Vassar and 
Wellesley Colleges visited the capitol 
today in an effort to rouse sentiment 
in congress against the execution of 
seven young negroes of Scottsboro, 
Ala., under sentence to die May 13 
for assaults upon two white girls. 

The students were Riva Stocker, 
Evelyn Rosenthal and Dorothy Lip- 
pincott, of Vassar, and Florence 
Smith, of Wellesley. 

When they called upon Senator 
Black, democrat, Alabama, he sug- 
gested that there is sufficient crime 
in New York, Chicago and other 
nothern cities to make it unnecessary 
for them to interest themselves in 
crime in Alabama. 

He told newspapermen that when 
he asked his callers whether they had 
read the evidence in the trial of the 
negroes they responded in the negative 
and said the information they had 
was obtained from newspapers. The 
senator said he informed them he 
would be pleased to hear any com- 
ment from them after they had read 
the evidence. 

The group then visited Senator 
Copeland, democrat, New York, and 
asked him to make a senate speech 
on the case. He told them he regard- 
ed this as a state matter to be settled 
by Alabama without federal - inter- 
ference but agreed to read the record 
of the case when his visitors offered 
to provide him with it.
